Simply work- 
ed, the style and interpretations in these books may not move everyone, but for the most 
part the books present adequate retellings of the famous biblical events. As Jesus 
Passed By recounts many of the miracles performed during his mission- such as the heal- 
ing of Jairus' daughter and the feeding of the 5,000. In God So Loved the World, there 
are excerpts, from Genesis on, where God's words have have been interpreted to foretell 
the coming of the Messiah. The parables of the wise and foolish builders, the sowers, 
the prodigal son, the talents- are among those retold, with slight changes in wording, 
in Stories Jesus Told- and The Ten Commandments ig a spiritual history in brief of the 
Hebrew people with added explanations of the laws. For an example of interpretation, 
under "Honor thy father and thy mother"- if a child happens to have bad parents he can 
honor them by keeping God's commandments. These may make good bases for class discus- 
sions and study groups.

In the small town, complete with its square (church opposite the gas station), 
adobe houses and mixed population, the Romeros are typical. At the center of their 
existence is the irrigation system they have used for ages- that of running a mother 
ditch off from the river and around all the fields each of which gets its own offshoot 
of water. When it is dry prayers and Indian dances are answered with life giving rain. 
Karl Larsson's colored pictures, many of which diagram the system are fine compliments 
to a story that again shows Mr. La Farge's sensitive respect for the southwest.

Trapped 
temporarily, Will holds back his true feelings, but is able throughout the campaign to use 
the position and, with the help of Archange, reveal Pontiac's movements to the British.
